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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/03/2010 are not 
persuasive to overcome the rejection of claims 29-33 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Columo et al. in view of Pauli et 
al. as set forth in the Office Action mailed on 08/04/201 0. At the outset, although the Examiner did not use an obvious to try argument in the 
rejection, Applicant argues that obvious to try is not the test for obviousness. However, the obvious to try rationale is one of the many 
acceptable rationales to make an obviousness rejection, contrary to Applicant's assertion. For the same reasons set forth in the Office 
Action mailed on 08/04/2010, it would be obvious to arrive at the multimer comprising SEQ ID NO:2 and SEQ ID NO:4. Applicant's 
argument that there is no reasonable expectation of success because only certain cysteine mutations result in reduced IgE binding, while 
others do not effect IgE binding, is unpersuasive. The small number of cysteine residues present in the allergens at issue and the high 
degree of reduced IgE biding exhibited by the those proteins upon mutation of those cysteines only supports the Examiner's position 
further. A reasonable expectation of success need not be close to 100%. It only needs to be reasonable and the expectation of success in 
generation hypoallergenic mutants of the instant claims is very reasonable. Applicant's arguments regarding cautionary statements in the 
Pauli reference are not persuasive and seemingly irrelevant to the rejection. Accordingly the rejection of claims 29-33 is maintained. 
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
